The songs of J. M. Jeter, 
the Citizens Bank of Geneva, Ala., and 
one of the gubstantial men of the 
state, .accompanieg the police 
night in a zealous search of mongues 
and hospitals for trace o¢ their father 
who ts missing now for nearly three 
weeks. 

Failing ‘utterly, as they have failed 
in running down every clue which 
seemed to point to his whereabouts, an 
appeal was made to The Constitution 
and its readers for aig in locating the 
missing man, a liberal 
promised for any information which 
will relieve the suffering of the dis- 
tracted family. ‘ 

The search commenced at Warm 
Springs, near Jackson, Ga., where the 
banker went three weeks ago for a 
rest, and from where he disappeared 
soon after. From there the = family 
went to Macon ang other points, and 
now to Atlanta, sending out by wire 
descriptions of their father,. asking 
the. air of police and detectives, but 
Mr. Jeter has. been traced no farther 
tha» the front porch of the _ hotel 
which he left June 17. 

When he left the hotel on his way 
to the depot for a short business trip 
to Maconiand Atlanta, he stepped into 
an unknown world, seemingly, where 
friends ang agonized relatives are an- 
able to follow, for at that point know’'- 
edge of him ceases. 

Foul Pliay Is Feared. 

Foul play is gravely feared by his 
family and by the police. It is in fact 
the only theory on which they are 
working, for it was known that he 
carried a large sum of money on his 
person, and no reason is known why 
he should yoluntarily drop from the 
ken of his people. Affairs at the bank 
where for more than thirty years he 
has been cashier are {In excellent 
shape. His home life has been in keep- 
ing with the importance of his trust in 
a business way, and he has hag no 
other trouble that is known, 

If a crime has been committed, it is 
hoped bv his family that it may not 
have resulted in his death but that he 
may be in some hospital, his mind 
possibly beclouded from blows and 
injuries. But the search goes ‘On 
through every morgue where an un- 
identifieg body may have been carried, 
and the suspense of uncertainty grows 
daily as the chance of finding him 
lessens. 

Mr. Jeter left his home in Alabama 
about. June 15 for Warm Springs, Ga., 
to spend several weeks. He carried 
on his person about $3,000. 

Two days after arriving at the ho- 
tel, on June 17, he planned a business 
trip to Macon and to Atlanta, and saig 
he would leave that night for the for- 
mer. place, but would return soon. He 
retained his room at the hotel <nd 
left his baggage there. 

Walked to Station. 

After supper on the night the 

seventeenth, as it was rapidly growing 
dark, he set out for the depot which 
lies a mile or more from the hotel, 
through a dark stretch of woods with 
no habitations in calling distance all 
the way. He went alone and chose to 
walk the entire distance. 
From that time on he has been miss- 
ing. No one has seen him, so far as 
known, since he left the hotel piazza. 
No word has been received from him 
in any way, no trace has been.found of 
where he went, or of his end, if he be 
dead 

At the time when searching would 
have been most valuable, when actual 
traces of his gepature might still have 
been found, no alarm was excited by 
his disappearance, as he expected to 
be away some days, and those now 
looking for him are seriously handi- 
capped by the nearly three . weeks 
which have elapsed since he left the 
hotel.

The ‘Akron, the $250,000 dirigible: bal- | 
loon in which Melvin Varniman had 
planned to make a trip across the At- 
lantic, is a mass of wreckage in the | 
sea. Vaniman’s body and the bodies of 
Walter Guest,George Brilliant and Fred 
Almas are under it. Vaniman’s broth- 
er Calvin was also killed. His body 
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has been recovered. The balloon part 
of the Akron was 258 feet long, 47 feet 
in diameter, held 400,000 euble feet of 
hydrogén gas so securely that the leak- 
age was less than 1 per cent in twenty- 
four hours, and had a gross lifting 
capacity of thirteen tons. The cigar- 


deck beneath housed the machifery 
for directing the gas bag. The lowest 
deck or lifeboat housed the crew in 
case the balloon refused to be directed. 
The two decks weighed about six tons, 
The three motors mounted on the gas- 
Oline keel had a combined drive of 289 
horse power on the six 1l-feet pro- 
pellers. Thirty miles an hour in still 
air was what Vaniman counted on. 
Two of the propellers were “orient- 
ors’>—they could pe whirled at any 
Langle and could raise ar lower the 
ship as well as drive her ahead.

Urozco's Army, Defea'ed al 
Bachimba, Is Now a Dis- 
organized Mob

CHI UAHUA 1S DESERTED; 
REDELS HEAD FOR JUAREZ 


Orozco Admits Rout of His 
Army and Blames the United 
States—He Will Make Des- 
perate Effort to Hold Juarez 
and Secure Munitions From 
the United States. 


Chihuahua, July 4.—The rebels who 
had occupied Chihuahua for nearly five 
months as their capital and hase, evac- 
uated tonight in the face of a rapidly- 
moving column of cavalry, the vane 
guard of General Huerta’s army which 
drove the rebels from Bachimba, 40 
miles south of here, today. 

Determined to save the city, if pos- 
sible, from looting and rioting, Gen- 
eral Orozco declared he had sent hig 
troops in various’ directions from 
Mapula, avoiding a return to Chihua- 
hua. He added that the troop trains 
which had been sent through Chihua- 
hua without stopping would be halted 
at Sauz and Montezuma, 190 and 114 
miles south of Juarez. 

All Saloons Closed. 

General Orozco ordered all saloons 
here closed. ,It may be three days be- 
fore the federals can repair the bridges 
and enter the city.. Meantime General 
Orozco will have a garrison kept here 
to preserve order. ; 

Juarez will be the rebel capital here- 
after. Rebel Governor Felipe Guit- 
terez and members of the revolutionary 
legislature left for there today in.a 
special train. 

It is now confirmed that Juarez and 
Casas Grandes soon will receive the 
bulk of the rebel troops, and that a4 
determined stand will be made to hold 
Juarez. 

General Orozco is tonight at Sauz, 
30 miles north of here, while the main 
columns of rebels are encamped at 
Montezuma, only 114 miles from the 
American border. Ali day long the 
rebels retreated. Chihuahua, with its 
nervous colony of foreigners, was left 
untouched by the rebels. Troop trains 
were sent through at full by 
General Orozco to prevent looting and 
disorder. 

Rebels Destroy Bridges. 

Preparations were made tonight by 
the rebels to isolate Chihuahua. All 
bridges were destroyed south of here 
during the day. The work of tearing 
up the Mexican Central railroad was 
detailed to-dynamite crews, which left 
here with the last of the rebel forces. 
This dispatch evidently will be the last 
message sent before the rebels cut Chi- 
hiahua off from telegraphic communi- 


speed 


cation. 

All rebel offitials left on the last 
train. The foreigners remain in their 
houses, raising flags of all nations. 

The rebels will try to mobilize op- 
posite El Paso, a strategic entrance 
to the state of Sonora. General Orozco 
today admitted that lack of ammuni- 
tion and superior federal artille:y made 
it futile to attempt to hold Bachimba. 
He hais distributed his forces in several ' 
directions, but the mobilization potng 
will he close to the American bordef, 
if there is-one. Rebel officers say it 
will b® guerrilla warfare from now on. 

There is no question about the ap- 
parent, disorganization of the rebels, 
but it is probable the invasion of 
Sonora will mean a serious problem 
for the government, as the region dg 
mountainous and impassible to artillery 
and troop trains. 


ONLY DEAD AND DYING REBELS 
FOUND BY MADERO’S TROOPS 

At General Huerta’s Headquarters, 
Bachima, July 4.—When the federal 
artillery had fired a few shots at dav- 
break today and received no response 
from the hills north of Bachimba, fly- 
ing squadrons of cavalry were sent 
forth by General Huerta to locate the 
enemy, but the bird had flown.- Only 
the dead and a few wounded were 
lying in the positions which the rebelg 
had held in the mountain pass here. 

A badly torn railroad north of the 
canyon indicated that as heretofore 
the rebels had withdrawn, destroying 
the railroad behind them as they pre- 
ceeded. 

Losses in the first day’s fightimg ape 
parently were great, as today the bat- 
tlefield was strewn with the dead and 
wounded on both sides. The rebels 
had ung tenaciously to their posi- 
tions, but the combined assaults of 
infantry and cavalry, supported by the 
deadly fire of the artillery, had forced 
them to yield. strategic hills and 
ranges overlooking the canyon.

It is as true of the Fourth of July 
as of any other human affair that “all 
things change as all things change 
here.”’ 

This by way of a prelude to a little 
history touching the Glorious Fourth 

celebrated itn Atlanta. 

Some twenty or twenty-five years 
of July great 
swarms of country negroes swept 
down upon the city on excursion‘trains 


and there stayed lighted until the ex- 
Cursion trains pulled out late in the 
afternoon. To entertain these Fourth 
of July excursionists and at the saine 
as Many simoleons 
their pocketbooks as _ possible, 
many enterprising Atlanta negroes lo- 
cated.lunch and refreshment booths 
all along Wall street on the rail 
front from Pryor to Whitehall steet. 
Picturesque Booths, 

The old Fourth of July lunch booths 
Were picturesque as well as attractive 
to the hungry visitors The booths 
were made of planks placed on barrels 
Or boxes and covered with flapping 
Cloths, supported by improvised poles, 
to Keep off the sun's rays. and also 
the shower from the thunder storm 
has always been scheduled for 
the Fourth of July. In these booths 
Were displaved piles of fried fish, fried 
chicken, sausages, watermelons and 
pink lemonade. 

It has been related of the Rev. Al x 
W. Bealer, now a noted Baptist min- 
ister, that whem he was an Atlanta 
newspaper reporter he wrote up a 
Fourth of July story every vear, ane 
invariably described negro booths on
